ANSWERED. 
THE PRESIDENT GIVES HIS REASONS FOR SEND- 
ING TROOPS TO THE SOUTH. 

Wasurmeoron, D. C., Jan. 2.—In reply to a 
resolution of the House of Representatives, 
adopted early in December, 1876, requesting the 
President to transmit to that body copies of all 
orders or directions emanating from him or 
either of the Executive Departments to any 
military commander or civil officer relating to 
the service of the army in Virginia, South Caro- 
lina, Lousiana, and Florida, since the first of 
August last, together with all reports from any 
of said military or civil officers, the President 
to-day sent to the House of Representatives 


the following message. 
After stating that the House resolution 
reached him on the 9th of December, the Presi- 


dent says: 

It was immediately, or soon thereafter, re- 
ferred to the Secretary of War and Attorney- 
General, custodians of all retained copies of 
all orders or djrectipns given by the Executive 
Departments of the Government covéred by 
the above inquiry, together with all information 
upon which such orders or directions were 
given. The information, it will be observed, is 
voluminous, and, with the limited clerical force 
in the Department of Justice, has consumed the 
time up to the present. Many communications 
accompanying this have been already made 


public in connection with messages heretofore 
sent to Congress. This class of information in- 


cludes 
IMPORTANT DOCUMENTS 

received from the Governor of South Carolina, 
and sent to ong, mew with my message on the 
subject of the Hamburg massacre; also docu- 
ments accompanying — response to the res>- 
lution of the House of Representatives in re- 
gard to soldiers stationed at Petersburg. There 
have also come to me, and to the Department 
of Justice, from time to time, other earnesitly- 
written communications from persons holding 
public trusts, and others residing in the Soutn, 
copies of which I append hereto as bearing 
upon the precarious condition of the public 
peace in those States. These commu- 
nications 1 have reason to regard 
as made by respectable and responsible 
men. Many of them deprecate the publication 
of their names as involving danger to them 
personally. The reports heretofore made b 
committees of Congress of the result of their in- 
quiries in Mississippi and in Louisiana and the 
newspapers of the several States recommending 
the Mississippi pl 
portant data ior estimating the danger to the 
public peace and order im those States. It is 
enough to say that these different kinds and 
sources of evidence have left no doubt whatever» 
iu my mind that 

INTIMIDATION HAS BEEN USED 
and actual vivience to an extent requiring the 
aid of the United States where it was practica- 
ble to furnish such aid. In Sogti Curo- 
lina and Fiorida, and in Louisiana 
as well as in Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Georgia, troops of the United States have 
been but sparingly used, and in no case so as to 
interfere with the full exercise of the right of 
suffrage. Very few troops were available for 
the purpose of preventing or suppressing vio- 
lence and intimidation in the States above 
named. In no case except that of South Caro- 
linia was the number of soldiersin any State in- 
creased inanticipation of clection, saving that 
twenty-four men and an officer were ecnt rom 
Fort Foote to Petersburg, Va., where distar- 
bances were threatened prior to the election. 
NO TROOPS WERE STATIONED AT VOTING PLAOEBS 
in Florida and Louisiana, respectively. Small 
numbers of soldiers in said States were stationed 
at such ints in each State as were most 
threatened with violence where they might be 
available as a posse for the officer whose duty it 
was to preserve the peace and prevent intimida- 
tion of votens. Such a disposition of troops 
seemed to me reasonable and justified by law 
and precedent. while its on would have 
been inconsistent with the constitutional duty 
of the President of the United states to take 
care that the laws be faithfully exevuted.’’ The 
statute expressly forbids tbe bringing of troops 
to the polls, except Where it is necessary to 
keep the peace,“ implving that to keep the 
peace it may be done; but this, even so far as I 
am advised, has vot in any case been done.

TILDEN’S INCOME. 
SUIT BROUGHT FOR $150,000. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
New York, Jan. 22.—United States District 


Attorney Bliss to-day commenced a suit in the 
United States District Court for $150,000 against 
Samuel J. Tilden for non-payment of income 
tax. A caplas returnable on the 6th of Feb- 
ruary was issued and served this evening. The 
following letter from Mr. Bliss to the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue will explain his 


action fully: 

Jan. 22, 1877.—T7o the Hon. Greene B. Raum, 
Commissioner of Internat Revenue—Sin: After 
the receipt of your instructions of Sept. 26, 1876 
to commence suit against persons who had failed 
to pay the proper income tax, I delayed com- 
mencing suit against Samuel J. Tilden because I 
thonght it better to wait until the Presidential 
election was over. Since the election I have fur- 
ther delayed in consequence of the anomalous 
condition of the public matters, but my term of 
office is about to close, and. in endeavoring to dis- 
pose of all matters that have remained unattended 
to, Ihave been brought to consider whether I 
ought to delay longer. After careful consideration 
it has seemed to me that it was my duty to com- 
mence suit. Iam thoroughly satisfied that Mr. 
Tilden has not paid the income tax which the law 
required, and he should thefefore be compelled to 
pay. Moreover, lam aware that the commence- 
ment of a suit against the leader of a great politica) 
party will be followed by some criticism upon the 
officer who brings such a suit, and it seems to me 
that it would be cowardly to shirk the responsibili- 
ty and leave the matter to my successor. I have, 
24 commenced a suit to-day.

COUNTING THE PRESIDENTIAL VOTE. 

There are thoughtless, inconsiderate parti- 
sans whose measure of law and justice is to 
have all things decided in their own interest, 
and these persons are, in the matter of 
counting the Presidential. vote, divided as 
follows : Democrats say that the House of 
Representatives is Democratic; let the 
House refuse that the vote of Louisiana be 
counted. This will defeat an election, and 
then the Democratic House can elect TILDRx. 
Republicans say: The Presdent of the 
Senate isa Republican; let him take the 
responsibility of counting the votes himself ; 
let him count all the contested votes for 
Haves and thus end the matter. It is safe 
to assume that if the politics of the Pregi- 
dent of the Senate and of the House of Rep- 
resentatives were reversed, these two el isses 
of persons would be demanding the very 
opposite of what they now insist upon. 

The claim that the two Houses of Con- 


count the votes] was conferred upon Congress, and 
the duty was enjoined upon Congress. The power 
and the duty are in Congress. Congress must ex- 
ercise the power and perform the duty, and it is 
not possible under the Constitution to transfer it 
{to the President of the Senate}. 

Senator Dawes—I agree with the Senator that 
every disputed question that can possibly arise 
upou the papers themselves had better be decided 
by the two Houses, as Houses, than to be decided 
by the President of the Senate. I think 
that the Constitution means that they [the votes] 
shall be counted by the two Houses. 

Senator Loean [on a proposition to appoint 
tellers}|—The mere addition of the number of votes. 
done merely as a clerical duty by these persons, 
certainly is subject to the supervision of the two 
Houser of Congress, the same as, for inetance, in 
many States where the State Constitution refers 
the counting of the votes for Governor to the 
Hoase of Representatives and the Senate of the 
State. They are to count the vote; that is the 
language of several of the State Constitutions: 
but the vote is never actnally counted by the Legis- 
lature; it is counted in their presence by the secre- 
tury or clerks, as may be. But the meaning of it 
evidently is, that they count the vote. The clerks 
merely are those persons designated by the bodies 
to count the vote. Should they make a miscount 
of the vote there in the presence of the two 
Houses, the two Houses will have jurisdiction over 
it certainly. Hence it certainly means the count- 
ing of the vote by the two Houses of Congress, al- 
though the mere enumeration of the nuniber is 
done by persons selected for that purpose. 
The idea is that the two Houses count the vote. 
Of course they designate some persen to do the 
mere ministerial office of counting the vote and 
making the addition, but it is in fact constructively 
done by the two Houses. Now if you put in the 
words by them, they refer to the men selected 
as the persons to make the count, and leaves them 
the persons to count the votes, instead of the con- 
struction that the Constitution certainly bears, — 
that the two Houses count the votes. 

These views—that the votes must be and 
can only be counted by the two Houses of 
Congress—were affirmed by Senators Frr- 
Linouvrszn, ConcLixe, Caristrancy, Sw. 
arnt of Nevada, Epmuunps, and Water of 
Iowa,—all Republicans. In the debates there 
was but one Senator of the whole body 
(How of Michigan) who denied the 
power of the two Houses to count the vote. 
All assumed that it was intended that the 
two Houses should count the votes, and by 
no one more strenuously than by Senator 
Mortox, whose bill stripped the President 
of the Senate of every vestige of authority 
beyond the mere opening of the certificates. 
It is therefore too late for Republicans to set 
up the claim that for Congress to assume 
jurisdiction over the counting of the votes to 
the exclusion of the authority of the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, is to usurp 
unconstitutional powers. If that be uncon- 
stitutional, than the Constitution has been 
violated from its earliest days, and especially 
at the counting of the votes of every Presi- 
dential election since the Republican party 
has been in power. Senator Haul, when 
Vice-President in 1865, officially recognized 
the subordination of his right to count the 
votes to the joint resolution of the two 
Honses directing from which States votes 
should be received and counted, and he re- 
fused to open whatever certificates had been 
received from eleven States, on the ground 
that he was obeying the directions of the two 
Houses. With such a record in favor of the 
power of Congress to take the whole business 
into its own hands, it is difficult for the Re- 
publican party to maintain that the counting 
of the vote by any other than the President 
of the Senate is unconstitutional. The ob- 
jection to the Compromise bill as unconsti- 
tutional, because it deprives the President of 
the Senate of the exclusive power to count 
the votes, and to decide upon the legality of 
the votes, can be maintained by the Repub- 


gress have no power by law or revolation to 
regulate the proceedings pertaining to count- 
ing the votes, and that the President of the 
Senate is the sole, and exclusive, and final 
authority in counting and deciding what 
shall be counted and what shall not be 
counted, is somewhat embarrassed by prece- 
dent and established usage.

THE RUSSIAN POSITION. 
It is only two short months ago that the 


Czar of Russia made a public speech at Mos- 
cow upon the Turkish question, in reply to 
the after-dinner speech of Mr. Disnaxtz, in 
which he said tha Russia had sent an ulti- 
matum to the Porte that the then existing 
state of things was intoierable, and that, un- 
less Europe was prepared to act firmly and 
energetically, he should be obliged to act 
alone; in fact, that Russia had only been 
restrained from adopting extreme measures 
by the consideration due to the Emperors of 
Austria and Germany. It is only a few 
weeks ago that the Conference of the Powers 
met at Constantinople. The Russian Gov- 
ernment, through its representative in the 
Conference and its regularly-accredited Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, Gen. Ioxarmrr, 
laid its programme before the Fonfer- 
ence, failing in the adoption of which 
Russia was to act alone.” That pro- 
gramme included eleven very sweeping 
reforms, as follows; 1. A general disarma- 
ment of the population of Bosnia, 

govina, and Bulgaria. 2. The election of all 
} functionaries by the parishes. 3. The 
formation of a militia and police composed 


| ‘That bill was passed in 1875 by the Senate,

nia. More than this, it was stipulated that 


by his language in the Moscow speech and 
by his preparations for war, the Czar pub- 
licly declared himself the champion of the 
Sclavic cause. If Russia's demands were not 
complied with, then Russia would make war. 
What has been the result of the Conference ? 
Every important demand of Russia was 
dropped by the Powers without protest from 
Russia, except the appointment of an Inter- 
national Commission for the limited time of 
five years to supervise the execution of re- 
forms. And what reforms? Apparently the 
very reforms contained in the new Turkish 
Constitution, which was not even to be 
recognized or discussed. This meagre and 
impotent result, which might have been 
accepted by the Turks without prej- 
udice to themselves, was firmly, and 
even contemptuously, rejected by the eoun- 
cil of magnates composed of Mussulmen, 
Greeks, Armenians, and Christians, with the 
declaration that Turkey would not allow for- 


eign interference in her affairs, and the Plen- 


ipotentiaries have gone home, leaving the 
Orar face to face with the Porte, and face to 
face with the Moscow speech also, The 
Plenipotentiaries’ vessels, however, have 
hardly disappeared in the distance, before 
Russia, instead of acting alone, js appealing 
to Europe again. Gen. lonaTIErr announces 
that if Turkey displays any hostility towards 


the Christians, Europe will be offended; that - 


as Turkey has rejected the demands of the Con- 
ference it devolves upon Europe to take more 
forcible action ; andthat if Europe does not 
unite, then the failare of the Conference is 
the defeatof Europe, not of Russia! This 
anxiety and hedging of Russia to secure 
allies, in the face of the Moscow declaration, 
looks at least like a disposition to make a 
square backdown. If such should be the 
case, and indications now point that way, 
the position of Russia as a military power in 
Europe has been immensely overstated, and 
the criticism which will be made by the 
other Powers will not be very flattering to 
her. The Turks, who are thus far masters 
of the situation, evidently had good grounds 
for believing that Russia would not engage in 
war or they would not have sofirmly rejected 
the ultimatum. Several of the reasons 
which led to their action begim-to be appa- 
rent,—among them the impossibility of eon- 
ciliating England ; their belief that they can 
keep Russia at bay, and that Germany and 
Au.tria would both like to see Russia crip- 
pled ; the financial difficulties of Russia, her 
troubles at home, and the absolute certainty 
that England, regardless of her sympathies, 
will not allow a Russian to threaten 
Constantinople. Ortel, mar oa relent- 
less, and fanatical as the Turk may be, it is 
impossible not to admire the skill, diplomacy, 
and courage with wh'ch he has risen supe- 
rior to the dem. nds of all Europe.

PRESIDENT GRANT AND THE COMPRO- 
MISE. 


There is a class of Republican newspapers 
which have been accustomed during the last 
few years to take up th» party whip and 
apply it to all other Republiean newspapers 
who have ventured to express themselves 
independently on current political questions. 
The test of party fidelity which they have 
established has been implicit faith in Presi- 
dent Grant’s infallibility. They have re- 
quired a prompt and complete acquiescence 
in all of his utterances as the gospel of the 
Republican panty, and infidels were scourged 
and scarified without mercy. By an inter- 
esting contretemps, and owing to the alto- 
gether unusual precipitaney of these ex- 
treme partisan journals, they now find them- 
selves opposed to President Grant on the 
most vital issue that has anten during either 
of his terms, viz® the measure reported in 
Congress to regulate the count of the Presi- 
dential vote. What puzzles Tux Trrsunz is 
to know how we are to reconcile the 
perplexing contradiction. The newspapers 
referred to have taught us to believe that the 
Republican party is bound by all the acts of 
President Grant’s Administration ; indeed, 
Tue Taisvune on more than one occasion has 
been read out of the party for daring to differ 
with the President, and suggesting that he 
has been deceived or committed an error of 
judgment.

Gen. Grant's en- 
tire career has shown him to be one of the 
most persistent and uncompromising of men. 
His inclination is to fight everything through 
when he believes he is in the right. Whether 
in the army or sines hé has been President, 
he has never shown any evidence of weak- 
ness in any issue at hand. In agree. 
ing, then, so cordially to a “scheme 
wuich does not predetermine the -Electoral 
count, which promises a peaceful acquies- 
cence from both parties in any event, he has 
evidently convinced himself that it is the 
only way that has been presented to Con- 
gress, or that is likely to be presented, which 
will avert civil strife. He has evidently con- 
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bill will not be vetoed, and to this extent it 
is equivalent to a large number of Congres- 
sional votes, since it is not likely the bill 
could receive the requisite two-thirds in both 
Houses to pass over a veto. It will also in- 
fluence all those members of Congress who 
have been intimately associated with the 
support of President Grant's Administra- 
tion, for it is unlikely that the Presi- 
dent bas committed himself to the 
measure without the assent of several mem- 
bers of his Cabinet for whom he entertains 
profound respect; indeed, Secretary Fish has 
already given it a publicindorsement. With 
all the Congressmen who have been identi- 
fied with the support of the Administration, 
this fact cannot fail to be effective. As to 
the public, there is not much need for en-

THE SCARLET-FEVER CONTROVERSY. 

The Chicago Times is endeavoring to. get 
up a quarrel with Taz Trreunz because we 
procured from Dr. Branz the formula for a 
remedy and preventive in the case of scarlet 
feveron he very same day it was attacking 
Dr. Bezse for not giving it to the public. 
Tun Trrecne’s superior enterprise has not 
unfrequently been the occasion of the Times 
spleen. In the present instance, the answer 
of the Times is that Dr. Bexsnr’s remedy is 
not new. We have nothing to do with that, 
so long as its efficiency is not disputed. It 
is for Dr. Bun himself to establish any 
claim he may have for the discovery of the 
antiseptic known as ‘‘sulpho-carbolate cf 
sodium.” That the remedy is efficient seems 
rather to be confirmed than disputed by the 
Times’ medical researches. It quotes largely 
from articles written by Dr. Antnur Sansom 
in 1868 an 1 1869, in which he says: 

My experience in the use of sulpho-carbolate of 
sodium in zymotic diseases is unexceptionally 
favorable. During twelve months I have adminis- 
tered it in every severe case which has fallen un- 
der my observation. lemployed sulpho- 
carbolate of sodium in five severe cases of scarlet 
fever. . . . Recovery was rapid, perfect, and 
uncomplicated. 

Indorsed by such authority as Dr. 
Saxsom, Tue Tarsuwz seems to be 
fully justified in giving to the public 
a prescription for an antiseptic at a time 
when searlet fever and diphtheria are so 
frightful as an epidemic. And right here 
the following inquiry suggests itself: If the 
use and efficiency of sulpho-carbolate of 
sodium are so generally known to the med- 
ical profession as both preventive and rem- 
edy for scarlet fever and diphtheria, why 
have not the doctors employed it more gen- 
erally? The fact that they have neglected 
it is apparent enough from the ravages of 
the two diseases, since Dr. Sansom says that 
he found it ‘‘ unexceptionally favorable,” 
and that when he used it in cases 
of scarlet fever, ‘‘ recovery was rapid, per- 
fect, and uncomplicated.” Yet it is admitted 
that hundreds upon hundreds of children 
have been carried off during the fail and 
winter in this and other communities; that 
when a family has been attacked with several 
children, it is rarely that not more than 
one have died, and that the spread of the 
disease has been without parallel. If the 
doctors knew all about Dr. Buxnx 's antiseptic 
and its efficiency, why haven’t they used it? 
If they have used it, why has it had under 
their treatment so little of the efficiency that 
Dr. Sansom found in it, and that Dr Burn 
has tested in his own practice? We think 
Tae Tarsune has done good service in calling 
so much attention to the sulpho-carbolate of 
sodium, and that the doctors will now be 
forced to give it the trial it ought to have. 
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The extreme anxiety of the House Demo- 
crats to be as impertinent as possible on the 
subject of the disposition and control of the 
army was manifested yesterday in the usual 
manner.

RIGHTS OF STOCKHOLDERS. 

A bill has been introduced into the Legislature of 
Nevada and passed by the Senate to protect the 
stockholders of mining companies. It provides 
that any person owning shares in a mining com- 


pany to the extent of one-fiftieth of the stock | 


shall, by an accredited agent, upon a written oraer 
of the County Clerk, be permitted to fully examine 
all the shafts, adits, borings, drifts, stopes, and 
other property; but this privilege shall not be per- 
mitted more than one day in each month. Penal- 
ties of six months’ imprisonment and a fine of $500 
are prescribed for any refusal to permit such ex- 
amination. One defect of such a measure is that 
it makes no provision for the loss to the company 
that necessarily follows the inferruption of its 
operations dy the visits of outsiders.

THE MARKETS. 
The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, in the aggregate, and steadier. 
Wheat was stronger, whisky quoted lower, and 
provisions exhibited less change than usual from 
the latest quotations of the previous day. The 
tone of advices from other markets was not special - 
ly conducive to strength, but there were more 

„rar“ rumors, chief among them being the re- 
port that a general council of the European Powers 
had been called for, at which Turkey is not to be 
represented. There was little trading in any de- 
partment, except for future; the cash depariments 
being neglected in most cases. The shipping move- 
ment continees slow, except in the article of meats, 
and there is not much produce coming in outside 
of corn. But speculation continues active, be- 
cause there is so much money in the country which 
the owners do not care to invest in more permanent 
shape so long as affairs at home and abroad are in 
such an unsettled condition. 

The position of the dry-goods market was un- 

changed. There wasa good demand for cottons, 
and a quiet movement in other lines at fully sus- 
tained prices. Groceries were quiet, with no im- 
portant variation in values, The upward tendency 
in coffees appears to be checked, but holders seem 
confident that present prices will be maintained. 
Teas are receiving considerable attention, and are 
firmly held. Prices of dried fruits remain as be- 
fore, raisins, currants, peaches, and apples ruling 
firm. In the fish market there was no noticeable 
change. Trade contines fair, and prices are firm. 
Butter was held at previous figures. Cheese was 
dull at 183@l4c. No change worthy of note was 
developed in the leather, bagging, oil, and coal 
markets. 

The lumber market was without new feature. 
The demand continues light, and small orders are 
filled at the quoted prices, which are not likely to 
be departed from at present. The stock pn hand 
is large, but dealers hope to reduce it in the early 
spring to moderate dimensions. The news from 
the woods continues encouraging to those who 
are working to secure a large crop of logs. 
Wool is quiet and unchanged. The stock of 
broom-corn is rather large, having accumulated 
during the past few weeks, and trade is very light, 
hence the market is weak. Timothy and clover 
seeds were in fair request and firm, and other de- 
scriptions of seed were quiet, with no change in 
prices to note. Game and poultry were in moder- 
ate demand at Saturday's prices. 

Rail freights were quoted firm at the recent 
advance, the rates being 40c on grain and 50c on 
bulk meats and 80c per bri on flour to New York, 
and 55c fur bulk meats and 45c on grain to Bos- 
ton: also, at 35c on grain to Baltimore, and 36c 
on do to Philadelphia. These rates obtain on all 
bat one road, and it is claimed that the others 
must reduce, but they seem to find employment 
for all their available cars at the advanced rates.

MIKE EVANS. 

HIS MANDAMUS CASE IN SEARCH OF A JUDGE. 

The case of The People ex rel. Micheel Evans 
vs. Robert Lincoln, a petition for mandamus to 
compel Mr. Lincoln, as Supervisor of the Town 
of Soyth Chicago, to spprove the bond of Evans 
as Town Collector, came up yesterday morning 
before Judge Booth on a motion. Mr. 


Lincoln moved to strike the petition 


from the files, for the reason 
that it was not filed in the Circuit Court, and 
not addressed to the Circuit Judge thereof. 
Also, to quash the summons, because it was not 
issucd in the petitio: filed, addressed to the 
Circuit Court or Judge thereof; and for the 
reason that it was made returnable to one 
Judge of the Court —— (Judge McAllister). 

Judge Booth took the matter undcr considera- 
tion, and at 2 o’clock the parties came into court 
again, and without waiting for a decision Mr. 
Lincoln said that he withdrew the motion, and 
stated that it had deen by the parties 
that the whole case should be heard before the 
three common-law Judges of the court. 

J udge Booth said the final order would have 
to be in point of law entcred as if made by only 


one Judge. 

Messrs. Fuller, Lincoln, Goudy, and Herrick 
with one voice agreed that no objection should 
de made to such proceeding or to the Judge's 
sitting in banc. 

— Booth said he was willing to sit with 
the other Judges if the argument would not 
take too long. The lawyers and parties inter- 
ested then marched into Judge Rogers’ room to 
get his consent. 

Judge Rogers was very willing to decline the 
honor, but if the parties interested agreed that 
the case should be heard by the three he would 
make one of them. 

A new departure was then taken into Judge 
MeAllister's room to obtain his consent. but 
they were somew nat disappointed in their hopes. 
He ——— 0 positively to hear the 
ease to-day alone, but when Mr. Goudy stated 
the different arrangement that had been made, 
the Judge replied shortly: 

“TI don’t think I can doit. Mere arbitration.

Mr. Goudy— We propose to accommodate our- 
selves to the time of the Court. 

Judge McAllister—Mere arbitration. My 
time is all occupied in attending to my regular 
business. 

Mr. Fuller—It won't take a great while. One 
of the Judges is sitting in the Criminal Court, 
so that we couid not get the whole five, and we 
agreed to submit the case to the Common-Law 
Judges. 

Judge McAllister--Mere arbitration. No two 
Judges can sit together, nor three nor five. Just 
as well get a member of the Bar. 

Mr. Goudy—It will occupy no more time than 
if heard by yourself alone. If the otber two 
Judges will sit, I do not know why it cannot be 
done. The other Judges will be associated as 
advisors. We have agreed to take the opinion 
of the majority of the three. 

Mr. Goady—I hope tue Court will relieve us 
of the embarrassment we are in. 

Judge McAllister—i prefer you would get 
some member of the Bar. 

Mr. Faller-—We cannot agree on any one. 

Mr. Goudy—I don’t think your Honor views 
it in the rigut light.

ANOTHER BOARD OF TRADE CASE. 

John A. Free,a member of the Board of 
Trade, filed a bill yesterday in the Circuit Court 
against the Board of Trade and its 
Directors to restrain them from ecxpeil- 
ing him. The particular cause of 
his trouble was a note for $568.75, which was 
made June 21, 1875, by him and one Louis 
Heintz to Nelson & Carr in settlement of a 
grain transaction. The note fell due in June, 
1876, and, not being paid, the holders, Nelson & 
Carr, commenced suit in the Superi- 
or Court against complainant alone. 
On the 18th of December last they also filed a 
complaint against him with tne Directors of the 
Board of Trade, setting up that he had refused 
to pay a note forthe above amount, on which 
Louis Heintz was security. Com- 
plainant charges that the com- 
plaint is false, as the note is of 
joint and several note, and thinks that Nelson 
& ar, Heintz, and the Board of Trade have 
conspired to compel him to pay the whole of 
the note orexpel him, and yet leave Heintz 
unmolested and in good standing. Be- 
fore this time, and in November, 1576, 
Nelson & Carr had preferreda complaint b 
the Board, which had not been acted on, but al- 
lowed to pass. The same day the last com- 
plaint was filed a notice was sent to com- 

lainant that the trial was set for Dec. 18, 

ut he refused to recognize the * 
of the Board or any committee to pass on 
case. Dec. 19 he reveived a notice that 
he had been suspended. He immediate- 
ly attempted to get into the Board 
of Trade, but was refused. He now 
states that he is not legally liable to Nelson & 
Carr for any amount; that the debt was in- 
curred in payment of a loss on “privileges” or 
puts“ and was an illegal debt under the stat- 
ute. Itisalso alleged that his ore | must 
first be established by a proper court before he 
can be suspended; that the Committee of Ap- 
peals or of Arbitration can only hear voluntary 
eases submitted to them, and that he 
has not agreed to such arbitration. 
His claim has never been submitted to either 
of said Committces, nor bas either of such 
Committees fornd him guilty or derelict. The 
Board of Directors passed on his case with- 
out causing the witnesses to be sworn. 
For all these reasons complainant alleges he has 
been unjustly expelled, and asks to be rein- 
stated, or, in other words, for an injunction to 
prevent the Board from keeping him out.

His Statement About the Case--- 


A Mysterious Third Party. 


Facts Connected with the Arrest of 
Swogles and Neely. 


The Claremont case, which seems almost in- 
terminable in its sinuosity, again came up yes- 
terday in a new phase. Monday’s paper gave facts 
concerning the arrest of Mrs, Claremont for the 
attempt to rescue her husband, and brought out 
in conjunction the fact that her companion in 
guilt was Charles Smith, otherwise Kid“ 
Hammer, a young “spotter” for the detect- 
ives, and that he had been set at liberty. These 
matters certainly looked blue for Deputy Supt. 
Dixon, and an investigation could not well be 
avoided.

He said, substantially, that he was 
uot guilty of any conspiracy to gain glory, and 
that he was so far trom conniving at or wisb- 
ing for Rolland's escape that he would rather 
part with all he possessed than have 
Rolland escape the clutches of the Chicago 
lice.
